suspect 

indicted

Two Owen County men were indicted by a 
Franklin County grand jury May 9 after alleg¬ 
edly strangling a Frankfort man to death and 
dumping his body on the side of Interstate 64 in 
Franklin County. 

Joshua Hammond, 31, and David Bmce n, 44, 
both of Owen County were indicted in Franklin 
Circuit Court on the charges of murder, assault, 
first-degree robbery and tampering with physical 

evidence. 

A third man 
from Grant 
County, James 
Simons, 35, was 
also indicted on 
the same charg¬ 
es. 

The three 
men were arrest¬ 
ed last week after 
a passerby 
noticed a dead 
body alongside 
Interstate 64 
May 6 in 
Franklin County. 

According to Franklin County Sheriff Pat 
Melton, the victim, Charles Monroe, 30, had met 
the three men at the Frankfort Walmart on 
Leonardwood Drive to allegedly purchase pre¬ 
scription pain pills. 

Prosecuting attorney Larry Cleveland said 
from the victims perspective it was safe to call 
the case a “drug deal gone bad.”

Williamstown 
water plant 
moves forward

DID YOU KNOW: 

James Simons, 35, of 
Corinth was one of three 
men indicted for murder, 
assault, first-degree robbery 
and tampering with physical 
evidence. 

He was also indicted by a 
Franklin County grand jury 
for being a persistent felony 
offender. 


The City of Williamstown is moving for¬ 
ward on construction of a new $16.6 million 
water plant. 

The city’s first step was to purchase 55 
acres of land on Waterworks Road for 
$355,000. 

This land is at the top of the hill from the 
city’s water storage tank and adjacent to 
property the city already owns. 

“It was the best location we could have 
had,” said Williamstown Mayor Rick 
Skinner. 

The city’s current water plant was built in 
1964 and has a capacity of producing 2.5 mil¬ 
lion gallons 
per day. 

Skinner 
said due to 
the plant’s 
age, the max¬ 
imum capaci¬ 
ty he esti¬ 
mates the 
plant to be 
able to produce safely is closer to 2 million 
gallons. 

The city either had to spend as much as $5 
million to upgrade the existing plant to make 
it compliant with new regulations for 2014 or 
build a new plant. 

“With an estimated cost of $16.6 million 
there’s a lot to consider, but we have to have 
water,” Skinner said. 

Funding will be the next phase of the proj¬ 
ect. 

“We feel that we need $8 million in 
grants,” Skinner said.

Four weddings and a festival

I had already responded 
to a disgruntled Derby Idol 
contestant who emailed me. 

They wrote, “I had not a 
problem making it any other 
year I will let it be known 
that this year was fixed as 
well as former years!!!! This 
audition was a conflict of 
my interest due to me and 
Diana Kozar, (one of three 
judges for this year), a for¬ 
mer winner of Derby Idol!!! 
I will never try out for this 
again!!! It’s fixed like every 
thing in a small town. The 
judges should be picked out 
of town but then people that 
can’t sing wouldn’t win and 
!!! would they!!! What a 
joke!!!” 

I have invited the writer 
to write a 
letter to the 
editor, be on 
my radio 
show and 
join the 
Derby Day 
Committee 
for next year 
or the 
Marigold Day Committee 
for later this year. Otherwise, 
I may be the same person 
picking the judges again 
next time. I have no problem 
with stepping this old body 


aside for someone willing to 
work for our community. 

As I arrived at festival 
central on Saturday 
morning, May 
5, my heart was 
heavy and my 
spirit almost 
shattered under 
falling rain. I 
knew that Grant 
Countians were 
fickle about the 
weather when it 
came to attend¬ 
ing events. I 
also knew ven¬ 
dors often 
didn’t show. 

“Please 
Lord,” I said.

And the rain stopped. 
And the vendors constructed 
their abodes. And the people 
came out, first under a 
cloudy canopy then under 
the bright sun. 

The talent show people 
began arriving with their 
hearts set on performing. 

Derby Idol 
and Jr. Idol 
finalists could 
be seen 

dressed and 
warming up 
for their per- 
formance. 
Vintage cars 
rolled into 

town, cookers began cook¬ 
ing, dancers were preparing 
and blow up things were 
blown up while pirate ships 
began rocking and cow 
milking made its first appear¬ 


ance at Derby Day. 

As everything began 
rocketing to a crescendo, I 
disappeared to the 
gazebo to 
make final 
adjust- 
ments for 
our first 
ever Derby 
Day wed¬ 
dings. 

I had 
about 10 
telephone 
conversa¬ 
tions with 
the mother 
of one bride 
as my 
Derby 
Wedding plans fell into place 
with the help of Marlene 
McComas. 

Having heard how judge 
Darrell Link had married 
1,000 couples at the court¬ 
house, I thought that maybe 
I could coordinate some 
future courthouse marriage 
plans into a Derby Day 
event. We would take a 
couple that was going to get 
married and for a small fee, 
we would change the cere¬ 
mony into a wedding to be 
remembered. 

Anyone who witnessed 
the marriage ceremonies of 
Jennifer and Jarrett, and 
Michelle and Dominick 
should remember it for the 
rest of their life. 

The gazebo was decorat¬ 
ed, the brides had beautiful 
dresses, veils, flowers, and 
the crowd was misty eyed. 
There was even a 50-year 
anniversary renewal of wed¬ 
ding vows. 


“I did good,” I kept tell¬ 
ing myself. “I did good.” 

Mayor Rick Skinner 
walked up to me, put his 
hand on my back, and I 
thought I heard him say, 
“You did good.” I think he 
actually said, “Your idea 
wasn’t as crazy as I 
thought.” 

Then as he walked away 
he mumbled an almost inau¬ 
dible sound that sounded 
like, “You did good.” 

After the weddings, I 
checked in with the driving 
force behind this years 
Derby Day, Storme Vanover 
of the Country Heart Store. 
She kept me in the game and 
on the committee when my 
energy waned. 

At the car show, I hosted 
two of our versions of Deal 
or No Deal. The total pay¬ 
out could have been $1,000 
but John Renaker, of Dry 
Ridge, misplayed for a $2 
payout.

Mow high to 
maintain lawn health 

A mericans have all sorts of reputations, one 
being our love affair with the perfect 
lawn. The funny thing about it is that 
many of our lawn care habits actually create addi¬ 
tional problems that need some sort of interven¬ 
tion. It is a vicious lawn care cycle. Fertilize, 
mow, spray, fertilize, mow, spray...why not just 
mow high and enjoy the clover? No matter how 
many times agronomists warn us not to fertilize in 
the spring products fly off the shelf in April and 
May. Fall is the time to fertilize, if you must. The 
grass will be lush and green in the spring on its 
own; it will grow twice as fast as any other time of 
the year and it will use up any fertilizer you put 
down on this speedy growth. You just made your 
mowing chores more urgent.

Over feeding can also cause a higher incidence 
of summer lawn diseases and the build-up of 
thatch. Thatch is not caused by leaving grass clip¬ 
ping on the lawn rather it is a condition where 
grass roots mat on the surface and make it difficult 
for oxygen, water and nutrients from reaching the 
more important deeper roots. 

Mulching grass clippings back onto the lawn 
has many benefits, in fact. Decomposing grass 
provides trace amounts of slowly released nitro¬ 
gen and encourages healthy microbial and earth¬ 
worm activity that feeds and aerates the lawn 
further. And, too much nitrogen in the spring is 
linked to fungal lawn diseases like red thread, 
dollar spot, brown patch 
and frog-eye. Alas, mow¬ 
ing your lawn properly can 
solve a great many lawn 
care problems. The num¬ 
ber one rule is to mow 
high. No one pays atten¬ 
tion to this recommenda¬ 
tion, either but it makes a 
great deal of sense in terms 
of overall best manage¬ 
ment practices. I suppose, 
too, if people have lawn 
care companies doing the 
mowing for them they may 
feel cheated if their lawn is 
not cut close. We need to 
rethink this mentality and encourage our lawn 
care companies to mow a bit higher, as well.

If you mow high, at two and a half to three 
inches, you can greatly reduce the amount of weed 
seed that can make contact with soil thus eliminat¬ 
ing many annual weed problems in the lawn. If 
weeds do exist the taller grass will out-compete 
weed seedlings for sunlight, water and nutrients. 
Research also shows that taller grass has deeper 
roots; deeper roots mean less drought stress. 

Mowing frequency is also linked to lawn health. 
Agronomists recommend that we remove about 
one third of the blade at each mowing. If you mow 
grass common sense tells you when it has gotten 
too high, grass clogs up the mower, or causes it to 
cut off or hesitate. Allowing the grass to get too 
high between mowing also stresses the turf when 
you do actually mow especially if you mow really 
short. Essentially you have just removed the grass’s 
ability to function if only a stub is left behind. No 
photosynthesis, no nutrient storage, etc. Do this 
week after week in the summer and it causes stress. 
It is not that difficult to have a decent lawn if you 
follow healthy management practices. 

To the fescue 

Also, plant tall type fescue in Kentuckiana, it is 
the most resilient for our environment. Tall fescue 
is more forgiving when it comes to poor soil and 
it will save itself during a drought by going dor¬ 
mant. If you suspect you have a grub problem, 
evidenced by irregular dead patches in the lawn, 
you can treat the problem with Milky Spore. This 
bacterium has long been used as a grub control 
and is easily applied to the lawn where it then 
feeds on the offending grubs. Nature taking care of 
nature is the best solution, after all.

State Rep. Royce Adams, 
D-Dry Ridge, who could not 
attend, help spearhead the 
effort to recognize Bishop. 

Bishop was a member of 
the 133rd Cavalry Regiment, 
Air Assault Team, and 3rd 
Combat Team from Fort 
Campbell. 

A1993 graduate of Holmes 
High School, Bishop was a 
platoon sergeant who con¬ 
fronted a suicide bomber who 
had an IED, saving all 15 men 
in his platoon. 

“He was a hero,” Brenda 
Bishop said. “I keep telling 
myself that he was doing what 
he wanted to do. He joined 
the military 10 days after he 
got out of high school and he 
loved the military. He lived 
and died for it. By him saving 
his men, I think he was a great 
soldier. He didn’t have to get 
out. He could have ordered 
anybody to get out and take 
on that suicide bomber, but he 
did it himself. That’s the life 
he loved.” 

Bishop was highly deco¬ 
rated, his honors and awards 
include: Bronze Star 

Posthumous, Purple Heart 
Posthumous, Meritorious 
Service Medal - twice, Army 
Commendation Medal - 
twice, Army Achievement - 
twice, Army Good Conduct 


Medal - four times, National 
Defense Service Medal, 
Korean Defense Service 
Medal, Armed Forces Medal 

- twice, Noncommissioned 
Officers Professional 
Development Ribbon - three 
times, Army Service Ribbon, 
NATO Medal, Combat Action 
Badge Posthumous, Weapons

He was only 17 months 
old when his dad died in com¬ 


bat. 

“His son only knew him 
through pictures,” Brenda 
Bishop said. “He loves his 
father. He’s very into this. 
He has his room made up 
like the U.S. Army and 
Black Hawk helicopters. He 
says that someday he is 
going in the Army like his 
Dad.” 

Franklin Bishop said he 
knows his son would appre¬ 
ciate the honor bestowed on 
him. 

Originally, we are from 
Grant County and he would 
be proud of it,” he said. “I 
know I am.”

Boomer is gentle and 
loving, an over grown lap 
dog who just wants to play. 

When approached, his 
skinny tail whips fast and 
furious. 

Boomer and others dogs 
like him are looking for a 
forever home, but when 
visitors come to the Grant 
County Animal Shelter, 
they often stop to look at 
him, but they keep on 
going. 

Unfortunately for 
Boomer, a Pit Bull, his 
breed has a bad reputation, 
which is why Marsha 
Chaney, the shelter director, 
has started the “Pit Stop 
Campaign.” 

“We do have a lot of Pit 
Bulls that end up at the 
shelter,” Chaney said. “And 
I think it’s because people 
are over breeding them, 
either intentionally or acci¬ 
dentally.” 

According to Pitbull 
Advocate 101, Pit Bulls are 
the number one bred dog in 
the United States and they 
number roughly 3 million. 
For every one Pit Bull that 
finds a home, there are 699 


that are killed. 

To Chaney, that means 
the Pit Bull is the number 


one bred dog and the num¬ 
ber one euthanized dog. 

“I know they’ve got a 


bad reputation, but they are 
not bad dogs,” she said. 
“I’m not afraid to adopt 
them out. 

Chaney said that when a 
Pit Bull comes to the Grant 
County Shelter they are 
given an assessment and if 
the animals doesn’t show 
any sign of aggressive ten¬ 
dencies, the shelter staff 
tries to find them a home. 

“We’ll adopt them, it’s 
just that people don’t want 
to adopt them,” she said. 

Chaney wants to impact 
the county’s Pit Bull popu¬ 
lation by offering spay/neu¬ 
ter procedures for $33 for 
Pit Bulls or Pit Bull mixed 
dogs. There are no income 
qualifications for the “Pit 
Stop Campaign.” 

Chaney said her goal is 
to prevent over breeding. 

“A lot of breeds like 
Rottweilers, Pit Bulls, 
Dobermans and St. Bernards 
have gotten a bad rap, but 
it’s all how they are raised. 
I’ve had meaner Chihuahuas 
in here than the Pit Bulls,” 
Chaney said.

Association State Track 
and Field meet, May

During the devel¬ 
opment of the new 
fairgrounds, Donnie 
Sechrest came to the 
rescue on many occa¬ 
sions,” wrote Tena 
Webster in her nomi¬ 
nation for Sechrest to 
be given the 2012 
Excellence in Business 
award at the annual 
Grant County 

Chamber of 

Commerce Awards 
banquet. 

Sechrest got the 
towing bug from his 
father, Ray Sechrest. 

Ray worked in a garage on U.S. 25 
owned by Dewey Pettit and even¬ 
tually bought Pettit out in 1945. 

For nearly 60 years, Donnie has 
spent five and a half days a week, 
at the Williamstown landmark 
that’s hard to miss - first, with its 
rock building, which has since 


been replaced by a newer, larger 
metal building in shades of green. 

He employs a dozen people at 
his family’s towing business. 

From the driver’s seat, Sechrest 
has seen a lot - horrific accidents 
that killed nearly all the passen¬ 
gers and wrecks where accident 
victims crawled away unscathed 
from twisted metal and damaged 
cargo. 

Sechrest’s hard work hasn’t 
gone unnoticed. 

“I’ve never seen a situation that 
he couldn’t handle,” 
said Williamstown 
Police Chief A1 Rich. 
Rich and Secrest have 
been good friends for 
many years. 

That sense of com¬ 
munity and profes¬ 
sionalism is the reason 
that Rich nominated 
him for the Order of 
Towmen Award from 
American Towman 
Magazine. 

“Sechrest Garage 
is the most efficient 
and professional tow 
company I have ever had to deal 
with. They are always courteous to 
not only the officials, at the scene, 
but to their clients, which many 
times were victims of accidents or 
some type of stressful situation,” 
Rich wrote in the letter nominating 
Sechrest for the towman award. 


“The extreme professionalism 
shown by Sechrest Garage in per¬ 
forming accident-related tows” 
was recognized in November 2011 
in Baltimore, Md. during the 
American Towman Exposition. 

Rich also said that Sechrest is 
“a compassionate, hard-working 
dedicated father and husband. His 


company is built on trust, and 
dependability.” 

Sechrest has done it all from 
towing broken down vehicles and 
assisting in pulling large tractor- 
trailer trucks up embankments 
after they had tumbled off the 
roadway. He helped moved an 
announcer’s stand from the bot¬ 


tom of a hill at the new fair¬ 
grounds on Baton Rouge Road to 
the top of the next hill. 

“He hoisted that building right 
off the hill, across the road and 
into place, with only one little 
piece of metal bent. There stands 
Donnie with that friendly little 
smile shining through that distin¬ 
guished beard of his. He just 
loves a good challenge,” Webster 
said. 

He’s also helped stranded 
motorists far from home. 

“I just try to treat people like I 
want to be treated,” he said. 

When he’s not working, he 
enjoys NASCAR racing. He’s 
traveled to a dozen racetracks and 
worked a wrecker during races. 
He’s even been to Japan to work 
before. 

He works at Kentucky 
Speedway in Sparta during racing 
events. He also enjoys riding his 
2007 Screaming Eagle Harley 
Davidson when he has time. 

The rest of his time is spent 
with his wife, Marsha and daugh¬ 
ter, Sabrina Harris, as well as his 
three grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren. Sechrest’s 
son, Brian, died in 1995. 

He thinks of retirement, but 
mostly just keeps working because 
that’s what he knows. 

“The awards were nice, but 
I’m just me and I’ll just keep 
plugging along,” Sechrest said.

“I think the plan was to rob (Monroe),” 
Cleveland said Tuesday. 
Monroe’s body was found May 6 around 
9 a.m. about four to five feet off and down 
a two-foot drop-off along the Interstate 64 
east-bound ramp at U.S. 127. 

Melton said police also searched a 
spot off Interstate 64, near the Kentucky 
River bridge in connection with the kill¬ 


ing. 

According to Cleveland, the three men 
attempted to dispose of evidence by 
throwing some of Monroe’s personal 
items off the bridge and into the river 

“Some of the evidence didn’t make it 
off the bridge,” Cleveland said. 
The preliminary cause of death is stran¬ 
gulation. Cleveland declined to comment 
on whether any weapons were used in the 
killing. 


According to the indictment, Simons 
is also being charged with being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender second-degree after 
being convicted of two counts of first- 
degree unlawful distribution of a meth-

In an effort to secure state grant money, Skinner visited Gov. 
Steve Beshear in Frankfort and asked for $5 million. 

“He didn’t write a check, but he was receptive,” Skinner said. 
“He listened intently and didn’t say no and we believe that’s a posi¬ 
tive.” 

Skinner pointed out that the Ark Project will help Williamstown’s 
economy by bringing jobs. 

“If we’re creating jobs, then the city could be eligible for up to $2 
million in grants,” Skinner said. 

In a five to one vote on April 17, the city council voted to hire 
HDR Engineers to begin the preliminary design for the water plant. 

Four firms submitted bid proposals and the city council inter¬ 
viewed three before awarding the contract to HDR, who also 
designed the city’s new sewer plant, which began operation Oct. 4, 
2011 . 

4 We must have the preliminary design work completed for the 
grant and loan packages,” Skinner said. 

The design process will take about three months and then 18 
months to build after funding is obtained. 

4 The city is in a Catch 22 situation because we have to meet the 
new regulations by 2014 so we either have to be under construction 
on a new plant or upgrading the old one or we’ll be out of compli¬ 
ance,” Skinner said.
